Burnt TVee 
to face new 
roadworks 

A SIX-MONTH set of roadworks is 
to cause more misery for motorists 
travelling through the Burnt Tree 
Island bottleneck. 

A £1.3m red route scheme will 
affect a near two-mile stretch of 
road, leading from Burnt Tree 
Island on the Tipton and Dudley 
border, along the A461 Dudley 
Port and Horseley Heath. 

Motorists are already putting 
up with delays at the island, 
which is undergoing £12.5m of 
works to transform it from a five- 
arm roundabout into a new four- 
arm crossroads. 

Now, under the red route plan, 
lanes will be closed and temporary 
traffic lights brought in to allow 
more traffic lights to be installed 
and lines laid down. 

Councillor Derek Rowley 
Sandwell Council’s neighbour¬ 
hoods chief, asked traders and 
motorists “to bear with us” while

S ECURTIY measures 
at the Black Country 
Living Museum have 
been stepped up after metal 
thieves stole a section of 
overhead cabling, grinding 
tram services to a halt. 

Raiders got into the site on 
Tipton Road, Dudley, during 
the early hours of Tuesday, 
January 11, and removed the 
copper wiring from the 
tramway, cutting off the 
supply to the overhead supply. 

Museum bosses said they were 
“disgusted” by the theft and now 
security has been stepped up to 
prevent further raids. 

A vintage coach service has been 
put in to replace the trams and 
trolleybuses while repairs are 
carried out. 

It is not yet known how much 
repairwork will cost but all main¬ 
tenance will be funded solely by 
the museum. 

Museum spokeswoman Fiona 
Carding said: “The museum is cur¬ 
rently working to repair the over¬ 
head wiring and restore the tram 
service for the enjoyment of our 
visitors. 

“Police are currently investigat¬ 
ing the case but as a result of these 
events the museum is stepping up 
its security to ensure nothing like 
this happens again. 

“It will be a few more weeks 
until the trams are back in service. 
We are currently in the early 
stages on assessment and a sched¬ 


ule of work is being drawn up to 
ensure that the necessary repairs 
are completed as soon as possible. 

“The museum is naturally very 
disappointed by the incident,” she 
added. 

The museum’s trams include 
the Dudley & Stourbridge single¬ 
deck No. 5, built in Tividale in 
1920, the No 34, the newly- 
restored open top Wolverhampton 
49 double-decker and an early 
Wolverhampton and Dudley 
Tramway Company horse tram 
which saw final service as Wolver¬ 
hampton Works Car No. 19. 

Director of the museum’s board 
of trustees, Councillor Les Jones, 
also deputy leader of Dudley 
Council, said: “It just shows the 
depths people will plumb to steal. 

Shame 

“Metal is pulling in a good price, 
which is why people have done it 
but is a fairly risky thing to do. 
And it is taking a much-loved 
attraction away from the visitors 
to the museum. It is a great 
shame.” 

A notice has been put on the 
museum’s website informing visi¬ 
tors that “due to operational 
reasons the tram and trolleybuses 
are unavailable until further 
notice.” 

Police spokeswoman Jaspreet 
Jagdev urged anyone with infor¬ 
mation to call 0845 113 5000. 

The incident is the latest in a 
string of metal thefts in the region. 

Since April 2009 there have 
been 85 cable thefts across the 
West Midlands rail network.

Miss Dickinson said the 
member of Mr Bruckheimer’s 
team emailed her to say his wife 
“loved” the book. 

The movie-maker, who Miss 
Dickinson does not want to 


name at this stage, has recently 
worked on The Killers with 
Ashton Kutcher and has estab¬ 
lished his own production 
company. 

He told Miss Dickinson that 
Hollywood was looking for the 
next big romantic comedy. 

The novel’s plot centres 
around female friends in New 
York who meet up in coffee 
shops to discuss their various 
lives and loves. 

She passed the email on to 
her publishers Harper Collins, 
who will begin discussions over 


selling rights. “It would be a 
dream come true,” she said. 
“It’s come totally out of the blue 
and it’s phenomenal to think 
that someone who makes films 
actually thinks they could use 
my book.” 

The novel tells the story of 
florist Rosie Duncan, a British 
woman who buys a floristry 
shop in the Big Apple and dis¬ 
covers a new life.

Shops 

could 

replace 

eyesore 

SHOPS could soon be 
built on land that has 
blighted Blackheath 
for years. 

Mark Hewitt bought 
the site in Halesowen 
Street at auction last 
month to the relief of 
other business owners in 
the area. 

He wants to build four 
new shops with flats 
above and has asked 
architects to draw up 
plans. 

He hopes to request 
building permission in 
the next few months. 

“At the moment, the 
site is an unusual size, so 
I’m demolishing the out¬ 
buildings so we have a 
nice square shape,” he 
said. “But I don’t know 
what we’ll be able to 
build at this stage. 

Gateway 

“The architects are 
looking at what can be 
done with the space 
available, so I need to 
hear from them.

Mr Hewitt bought the 
site, on which a flower 
shop and a boot repair 
business used to stand, 
for just under £35,000 at 
auction on December 8.

Mr Hewitt owns four 
buildings in High Street, 
behind the site, including 
his own business Philip 
Eley Butchers. 

It is hoped work on the 
sitecould start in April.

school 
taxi runs 


CASH-strapped Dudley 
Council spends more than 
£2.2 million a year on taxis 
taking children to and from 
school, new figures reveal - 
but it hopes to save tens of 
thousands by using public 
transport instead. 

Disabled and vulnerable 
children will be taken to 
school by Dudley Council 
workers rather than taxis 
under new plans. 

Until now the youngsters 
would be transported in a 
taxi if they were incapable of 
walking to school or it was 
judged too dangerous for 
them. 

Now, to save cash, a 
“buddy” will accompany 
them on a bus or, in some 
cases, walk with the child. 

The scheme is being tri¬ 
alled on two children at the 
moment, making a total 
saving of £6,600 per year. 

Saving 

It will now be widened out 
across Years 10 and 11 and 
eventually could be available 
for all age groups. 

Council spokesman Phil 
Parker said it was not yet 
known how many children 
would take part in the 
scheme, so a total saving 
could not be given. 

Figures obtained under the 
Freedom of Information Act 
show the council spent 
£2,219,555 on private taxi 
companies taking youngsters 
to school in 2009/10. 

In total 760 pupils were 
transported on 190 school 
days. Of these children, 706 
had special educational 
needs, while five journeys 
were made on medical 
grounds and 14 because of 
concerns over road safety. 


Safety fears as lorries 
unload on new footpath 


LORRIES delivering to two con¬ 
venience shops in Kinver are 
putting pedestrians in danger by 
parking on pavements newly-laid 
as part of a major makeover of the 
High Street, it is claimed. 

Complaints have been made about 
lorries delivering to Spar and the Co¬ 
op in the village which have no allo¬ 
cated unloading area. 

Traffic is blocked if drivers park in the 
road but unloading on the pavement 
outside the shops or the Constitutional 


‘Ferry’ service 
is to carry on 


A TEMPORARY park-and- 
ride scheme for hospital 
workers in Dudley will be 
kept open a further three 
months while a dispute over 
parking passes is resolved. 

It will cost the health 
trust which runs Russells 
Hall Hospital £30,000 per 
month to use to the Dread¬ 
nought Road site in Pen- 
snett until the end of 
March. 

Around 3,300 workers, 
who had applied for 
permits, have been granted 
temporary access to all hos¬ 
pital car parks, including 
Deadnought Road, until a 
final decision about who is 
allowed a pass is made. 

Chief executive Paula 
Clark said: “To aid parking 
at Russells Hall Hospital 
for those staff who work 
shifts, need to visit patients 


at home or move between 
sites, I have sent out a per¬ 
sonal appeal asking staff 
who do not need their car on 
site to make use of the car 
park at Dreadnought 
Road.” 

The trust has already 
spent £1,075,000 ferrying 
staff between the Russells 
Hall site and the temporary 
car park in Dreadnought 
Road, Pensnett since Feb¬ 
ruary 2009. 

It was set up while work 
on a new £6million staff car 
park, which opened in 
December, was completed. 

Bosses said they would 
recoup the extra cost 
through parking charges 
and by reclaiming VAT. 

In 2008, the hospital allo¬ 
cated half its capital budget 
of £12 million to building 
the multi-storey car park. 


Club has prompted safety concerns. There 
are also concerns about the damage the 
vehicles will cause to the smart block 
paving, which as part of a revamp of the 
village centre has cost £900,000. 

Kinver parish council clerk Jenny 
Spaull told a public meeting that 34 large 
lorries and 20 smaller ones delivered to 
the Co-op alone each week. 

She has contacted the Co-op head office 
about the problem of parking on pave¬ 
ments. She also said: “We have written to 
the shops to ask them to speak to the 
drivers and ask them to park consider¬ 
ately.” Councillor Henry 
Williams wanted to know if 
there was any progress in 
the long-running effort to 
get a fence between the 
Spar and the Co-op pulled 
down to make a car park 
which the trucks could 
access. He said: “It is a 
safety issue. 


He was advised by an 
officer from South 
Staffordshire District 
Council there is some 
resistance to the idea from 
the managers at Spar. 

As part of the High 
Street works, which were 
completed at the end of 
November 2010, benches 
are still to be installed 
along the road and council¬ 
lors are asking the district 
council to do so as a matter 
of urgency to prevent 
lorries parking on pave¬ 
ments. 

In the minutes of a previ¬ 
ous council meeting, Mrs 
Spaull said she had been 
advised by police that it is 
not an offence for lorries to 
park on the pavement and 
unload as long as pedestri¬ 
ans are able to pass.

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I have never met a kinder man - 
speedway boss’s tribute to Les

A LEGEND of the Black 
Country speedway scene 
and well-known haulage 
boss has died aged 87. 

Former Cradley Heath 
Speedway co-promoter Les Pot¬ 
tinger was associated with the 
Cradley Heathens for more 
than three decades. 

The grandfather-of-eight, 
who lived in Dudley for around 
50 years, died on Saturday, 
January 8, from kidney failure 
after a long illness. 

He is survived by his wife 
Roma, 84, and three children 
David, Stella and Julian. 

Mr Pottinger was a keen 
speedway fan and a regular in 
the stands at Cradley Hea¬ 
thens’ former Dudley Wood 
Stadium. 

He became associated with 
the club as a sponsor through 
his haulage business LP Trans¬ 
port, now managed by his son 
David. 

The business was estab¬ 
lished by Mr Pottinger in 1952 
and is based, in Hainge Road, 
Tividale, Oldbury. 

“He contributed to the sport 
in so many ways and he was 
very popular among a large 


number of people,” said David, 
52. Mr Pottinger eventually 
became part of the Heathens 
management team and was a 
co-promoter. 

He also sponsored individual 
riders and launched Cradley’s 
LP Transport Trophy event in 
the 1970s. 

Mr Pottinger’s love for the 
shale track led him to become 
involved with the consortium 
offering to buy Dudley Wood 
Stadium from landowners 
Derek Pugh and the Bridgwa¬ 
ter family back in 1995.

Dedicated 

Bosses say no specific amount 
of cash has been set aside for the 
scheme and each request will be 
dealt with on a case-by-case basis. 

Councillor David Simms, 
cabinet member for housing, said: 
“By moving from a four-bedroom 
house to a one bedroom property 
tenants could reduce their bills up 
to £2,000 a year - which is a sig¬ 
nificant saving in the current eco¬ 
nomic climate. 

“People are often put off the 
idea of moving as they feel there 
will be too much inconvenience 
and paperwork to get through. 

“But with this scheme they will 
be helped by a dedicated officer,” 
he added. 

Tenants moving from family 
houses to flats or one bedroom 
bungalows will also get high pri¬ 
ority for a home of their choice.

Empty shops, offices and land to 
go as council in bid to save £27m 


A SHOP that has lain empty for 15 
years is one of a raft of properties put 
up for sale by Sandwell Council to 
raise money.

Smethwick cemetery lodge are among the 
sites to be put up for sale. 

Councillor Ian Jones, cabinet member 
for jobs and economy, said the council 
needs to realise its assets as it battles gov¬ 
ernment cuts. 

Example 

He said: “I don’t believe it is acceptable 
for the council to hold on to property and 
land when an effective use could be found 
by selling it. 

“It will have the additional benefit of 
clearing up areas by off-loading derelict 


buildings that will then be either brought 
back to life or demolished and redeveloped. 

“The Pullingers shop in Park Lane East, 
Tipton, is a prime example. It has been 
closed for around 15 years, since the 
company moved to Union Street. 

“The building has been lying empty ever 
since. 

“Properties like this need to be sold off 
and brought into some kind of use.” 

Councillor Jones has assured the public 
that no amenities will be lost as a result of 
the plans to put the premises on the 
market.

AFRESH sighting of a triangular 
UFO dubbed the “Dudley Dorito” 
racing through the skies has been 
reported in the Black Country - and 
this time it seemed to bring a friend. 

Security officer Glyn Richards was 
having a cigarette in the garden of his 
home in Coppice Lane, Quarry Bank, 
when he saw a mysterious object with 
flashing lights in the sky, appearing to 
travel towards Dudley from Halesowen. 

Moments later, he said, another UFO 
with a steady white light appeared and 
seemed to chase it off. 

“I never really believed in anything like 
that, but it was no helicopter or plane that 
I’ve ever seen,” said father-of-two Mr 
Richards, aged 33. 

“I had a perfect view of it for around 20 
seconds. It had flashing red lights in the 
centre and white lights at the end. Then 
another thing with just a bright white light 
appeared and it looked like it scared it 
away as it shot off in a perfectly straight 
line.” 

It is the third reported sighting of the 
Dorito in as many years. 

Mr Richards said he had called his nine- 
year-old daughter and seven-year-old son 
out of the house to see the objects. 

He added: “I was shocked but it was 
quite exciting as well — it was probably just 
a military plane or something but it’s inter¬ 
esting to think it could be something else,” 
he said. 

In November the triangular-shaped 
object was seen in the skies over Tipton. 

It has also been spotted over the Merry 
Hill Shopping Centre, and over Oldbury. 
On April 16, 2009, builders working at 
West Midland Safari Park were also 
shocked to see a flying saucer-shaped 
object soaring above them.

A NEW police operation has 
been launched to tackle sea¬ 
sonal rises in crime in parts of 
Dudley. 

Operation Intrusive will run 
from this month until the end of 
March.

A 16-YEAR-OLD soared into the record books when he 
took to the skies above the Black Country.

The teenager, a pupil at Haybridge High School in 
Brake Lane, Hagley, has been flying under instruction 
for two years with Flight Academy Wolverhampton 
and wants to embark on a career in the cockpit. 

Licence 

He completed the solo flight just a month after he 
became eligible to fly solo when he turned 16 on 
December 8. 

“It’s very exciting to be the youngest to do it,” Tom 
said. “It was fantastic, I loved it.” He added: “I have 
always been fascinated by planes. 

“When we have gone on holiday - from our first one 
to Spain when I was seven -1 have always been excited 
about the flight.” 

Tom wants to secure his pilot licence when he is 17. 



Woman spared prison 
over dog terror attack 


A BLACK Country dog owner has avoided jail after her pet “viciously” 
attacked a woman passing by with her children and left her needing 
surgery on deep wounds to her hands. 

The large bull terrier-type dog escaped from Sarah Billingham’s back garden 
and attacked Majma Bi, who was walking down the street outside with her 
young children. 

Billingham, of Adelaide Street, Brierley Hill, had tied the family pet up with a piece of 
frayed rope, Dudley Magistrates Court heard last Wednesday. The dog will now be 
destroyed. The victim was left with five deep cuts to her right palm and a two-inch wound 
on the back of the hand. She also had a number of slashes on her left hand, said Miss Rosie 
Sivia, prosecuting. 

A neighbour had to drag the animal from the victim after it leaped on her and bit her, 
the court heard. Billingham, aged 25, was given a 12-month community order and told to 
carry out 100 hours of unpaid work. Billingham must pay £2,000 costs. 

District Judge Graham Wilkinson said: “It must have been absolutely terrifying for this 
poor woman and her chil¬ 
dren. Your dog viciously 
attacked her and I’m afraid 
there’s nothing that can be 
done to prevent it being 
destroyed.” 

District Judge Wilkinson 
told Billingham he would 
not make her pay compensa¬ 
tion as he expected the 
victim to sue her for the July 
8 attack. He added: “Many 
people in this country have a 
pre-occupation with owning 
large, powerful dogs as a 
status symbol.” 

Billingham was told she 
would have faced prison but 
the sentence was reduced 
due to her “good character”. 

District Judge Wilkinson 
said: “You are a law-abiding 
citizen with no previous con¬ 
victions. But dogs like this 
are potentially very danger¬ 
ous and it is important they 
are not allowed to escape.” 

Mr Phillip Haycock, 
defending, said Billingham 
had taken the dog in 
because it was too big for the 
previous owner to look after. 

Billingham pleaded guilty 
to allowing her dog to be out 
of control in a public place 
and cause an injury.

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Town’s 
its way 


heritage weaves 
into the museum

IT WEAVED a reputation as a carpet capital of 
the world, creating designs which have graced 
floors from cricket pavilions to airport lounges 
and ocean liners. 

Now a new project aims to turn the spotlight on 
skills which remain among the pride of the region. 

A new museum is planned to focus on Kidderminster’s 
illustrious carpet-making heritage, showing visitors how its 
reputation spread throughout the world. Kidderminster 
Carpet Museum Trust has been working for years to set up 
the museum, which is expected to bring in 24,000 visitors a 
year. 

Members hope that the museum at the Grade II listed 
former carpet-making factory The Stourvale Mill in Green 
Street will become an attraction as well-known as the Black 
Country Living Museum, Dudley, and the Red House Glass 
Cone, Wordsley. 

The exterior of the building has been given a £500,000 ren¬ 
ovation by Morrisons, which is based nearby. 

The trust has leased the building from the supermarket for 
50 years in order to create the carpet museum. 

“Carpets is Kidderminster - and Kidderminster is carpets” 
is an old phrase that rings true today, says Charles Talbot, 
one of the key movers behind the project. 

Despite the demise of all but a handful of the 25 or so carpet 
companies that used to be based in the town, the industry 


still runs in the veins of many local people. And none more so 
than Charles, whose ancestors founded one of the town’s 
early carpet manufacturing firms, G and H Talbot and Sons, 
in 1735. A former mayor of Kidderminster, who served the 
town as a Tory in 1965, Charles is now a driving force behind 
the planned new museum dedicated to the industry. 

His ancestors moved from Wolverley to Kidderminster in 
the 1650s and were originally clothiers. But then the family 
spread from cloth manufacturing into carpets. 

Henry Talbot, who founded the family carpet firm with his 
brother George, was Charles’s great-great-great- 
greatgrandfather. The family eventually sold their business, 
in 1869, to a young entrepreneur called Michael Tomkinson, 
who went on to develop it into one of the town’s most famous 
and succesful companies. 

Solicitors 

The son of Brierley Hill’s former MP, Conservative John 
Talbot, who served from 1959 to 1967, Charles himself is a 
lawyer. Now aged 79, he lives with his wife Jean in the village 
of Rock, near Bewdley, and still does consultancy work for 
Painters solicitors in Kidderminster. 

The legal eagle side of the family started with Charles’s 
great-greatgrandfather William but he has always been fas¬ 
cinated by his forebears’ historical links to the area’s major 
industry. Charles said: “The man who started the carpet 
museum project in 1980 was Kenneth Tomkinson, who was 


grandson of Michael and sales director of Tomkinson’s. He 
and I met up and agreed there had got to be a carpet museum 
in the area. “He asked me to be a trustee and to do all the pre¬ 
liminary legal work. Unfortunately, Kenneth died in 1987 
but I have continued with the work he set me. 

“From 1992 to 1997 the project went into abeyance but I 
revived it in 1997, when a cousin of Kenneth’s, Richard Pugh- 
Cook, joined me - him as chairman and me as secretary of the 
trust. 

“Even though I’ve never been involved in carpets myself, 
the industry runs in my blood, and my wife Jean is equally 
committed to our work to get the museum off the ground.” 

The number of carpet factories in Kidderminster has dwin¬ 
dled, and the 15,000-strong workforce is now down to 1,200. 

“Even having just five factories is five more than most 
towns — so Kidderminster is still synonymous with the carpet 
industry,” said Charles. “The town concentrates on woven 
carpet, as distinct from tufted, which is more the fashion 
now.” 

A grant of £ 1.9m towards the museum was approved by the 
Heritage Lottery Fund (HLF) last September following years 
of work by the trust. And members hope it will be a matter of 
months before they don hard hats to watch as the museum is 
built. It is scheduled to open to the public in October 2012. 

The museum will be split into two sections, one part cele¬ 
brating Kidderminster’s carpet-making heritage and the 
other charting the history of the town itself.

SECURITY staff at Dudley’s main 
hospital are being verbally abused by 
workers angry at new parking 
arrangements, forcing bosses to issue 
a directive to employees to be nicer.

Wizard Sir Stanley cast 
a spell on supporters 


A FOOTBALL fanatic who 
met sporting hero Sir 
Stanley Matthews in Kid¬ 
derminster 50 years ago 
has relived the day - and 
his devastation at losing 
the legend’s autograph. 

Paul Hooper discovered the 
picture in his collection of sporting 
memorabilia during a clearout at 
his home in Forester Way. 

The photograph, taken at the 
then Co-Operative store on 
Worcester Street in the mid- , sees 
10-year-old Paul clutching his 
autograph book as he stands with 
other fans. 

Sir Stanley, also known as “The 
wizard of dribble” is regarded as 
one of the greatest football players 
of all time. More than five decades 
ago he was touring the country 
and went to Kidderminster to 
promote his new football boots.

The hard-toed, brown leather 
boots hanging on the wall in the 
photograph are far removed from 
today’s multicoloured footwear. 

Mr Hooper recalls that the 
England winger spent about an 
hour at the store speaking to his 
fans about life as a footballer and 
his love for the sport. 

Searched 

He said: “Over the years I have 
always kept all of my sporting col¬ 
lectables in a box but when I 
realised that I couldn’t find 
Stanley’s autograph amongst 
them, I was devastated. I have 
searched everywhere for it. 

“I was absolutely awe-inspired 
when I met him because he is def¬ 
initely one of the most famous 
footballers the game has ever 
seen.” 

Comparing the legend with 


some of today’s Premiership foot¬ 
ballers, Mr Hooper believes there 
will never be another like him. 

He said: “Stanley was far from 
being anything like some of the 
players we see today, who really 
take their sport for granted. 

“It’s not just about the skill any 
more it’s about how much money 
can be made from it. I idolised 
Stanley, as did a lot of people. It 
would be great if anybody from the 
picture can remember this won¬ 
derful day as well as I do.” 

Blackpool and Stoke great Sir 
Stanley was twice European Foot¬ 
baller of the Year and played his 
last competitive game in the old 
first division at the age of 50. 

His ashes are buried beneath 
Stoke City’s Britannia Stadium 
which he officially opened in 1997.

Christopher Firmstone 

THE owner of an 18th century ances¬ 
tral home near Stourbridge said he 
had been given new hope of saving his 
home, despite his plans being hit by a 
further delay. 

A scheme to build 14 homes in the 
grounds of Wordsley Manor would raise 
£400,000 for renovations to the stately 
home. The Grade II listed building has 
been home to Christopher Firmstone’s 
family for 160 years. 

Mr Firmstone, aged 73, says parts of the 
house, off Meadowfields Close in Wordsley, 
are in a dilapidated state and the family 
could be forced to sell up due to the high 
cost of the works. 

Developers Selbourne Homes have been 
embroiled in a row with conservation 
group Natural England over the future of 
wildlife on the site. 

Positive 

Dudley Council’s development control 
committee last week agreed to defer the 
planning application for the new homes. 

The delay aims to give Selbourne Homes 
more time to draw up a suitable scheme to 
help protect slow worms and bats found at 
the site. 

Mr Firmstonesaid he was “heartened” 
that the plan had not been rejected. 

“I think that it is positive that they 
didn’t dismiss the plan and I am hopeful 
that another strategy can be organised so 
as to overcome these difficulties,” he said. 

“I’m actually extremely heartened by 
the decision and hope these wildlife issues 
can be cleared up.” 

Natural England objected as it says the 
developers do not have a scheme to protect 
slow worms at the site.

Tears and laughter are 
Colin’s crowning glory 


THE KING’S SPEECH (12A) 

T he British are coming!” 
famously declared screen¬ 
writer Colin Welland in 1982 
when he collected his Oscar for 
Chariots Of Fire. 

Nearly 30 years later, his prophecy 
seems to be coming true. 

Slumdog Millionaire was the toast of 
Tinseltown in 2008, garnering almost 
every trophy in sight, and now The King’s 
Speech is poised to do the same, and win 
Colin Firth a well-deserved Academy 
Award into the bargain. 

Last year, the British actor was cruelly 
denied a golden statuette for his revelatory 
performance as a suicidal gay lecturer in 
Tom Ford’s directorial debut, A Single 
Man. 

This year, he should definitely practise 
his self-deprecating acceptance speech 
for this heartrending portrayal of King 
George VI in Tom Hooper’s majestic 
comedy drama. On Sunday he picked up 
the Golden Globe for best actor in the 
awards given by Hollywood Foreign Press 
Association, which are seen as a good 
indicator for the Oscars. 


Firth is matched laugh for laugh by 
Geoffrey Rush in imperious form, and the 
cream of homegrown acting talent pro¬ 
vides illustrious support, including 
Timothy Spall as Winston Churchill. 

The King’s Speech is an impeccably 
crafted chapter from recent British history 
that charts a remarkable and unlikely 
friendship between two men from oppo¬ 
site sides of the class divide. 

When King George V (Michael Gambon) 
dies in 1936, eldest son Edward (Guy 
Pearce) ascends to the throne, but his 
reign is shrouded in scandal as he contin¬ 
ues to romance American divorcee, Wallis 
Simpson (Eve Best). 

Love triumphs over duty and Edward 
abdicates, forcing youngest son Albert 
(Firth) into the spotlight. 

However, the newly crowned King 
George VI suffers from a crippling 
stammer, which renders him unable to 
deliver public addresses. 

With war imminent and the country 
looking to its King for leadership, Queen 
Elizabeth (Helana Bonham Carter) 
approaches unconventional Australian- 


born speech therapist Lionel Logue (Rush) 
on the recommendation of a friend. 

“She said your antipodean methods 
were both unconventional and controver¬ 
sial. Those are two of my favourite words,” 
smiles Elizabeth, persuading Lionel to help 
her husband overcome his fears. 

The King’s Speech is a crowd-pleasing, 
heart-tugging gem, seen through the eyes 
of a man who is frightened to say a word 
for fear of what might - or might not - come 
out. 

David Seidler’s script elegantly dissects 
the relationship between monarch and 
commoner, creating memorable 
exchanges that provide the film with huge 
laughs and a strong emotional heartbeat. 

Firth delivers the performance of his life, 
battling valiantly against his condition, 
while Rush is hysterical as the linguist who 
refuses any concessions to his king. 

“My castle, my rules,” he maintains. 

“Their double-act is glorious, including 
an unforgettable barrage of expletives in 
the name of therapy. 

“Do you know the f word?” asks Lionel. 

“F. . . f. . . fornication?” replies Albert 
nervously. 

The finale is guaranteed to have audi¬ 
ences cheering and sobbing with joy.

Sports boost 
for BMW M3

The optional Competition Package cleverly enhances BMW’s already potent M3 sports saloon in all the right places 


ESPITE BMW’s latest M3 
boasting a muscular V8 
engine and a considerable 
420 horsepower, some fans of the 
high performance coupe wanted 
more; more control, more driver 
involvement. 

More of a precision instrument than 
the similar size but distinctly hooli- 
gan-esque C63 AMG from Mercedes, 
the M3 offers the enthusiastic driver a 
versatile and accomplished experi¬ 
ence. Yet, some critics have argued 
that the car lacks an ‘edge’ when it 
comes to extracting the maximum 
enjoyment. BMW’s response is the 
Competition Package. 

Let’s get something straight, 
though; the M3 isn’t a bad car. In fact, 
it’s a very good car. 

From the original, trend-setting E30 
to the present day, the evolutionary 
process has been a steady one. The 
application of more power, more per¬ 
formance and more useful technology 
has seen the M3 be transformed from 
race track special to supercar-baiting 
all-rounder. 

In a bid to ensure drivers felt more 
at one with their M3, BMW devised 
the Competition Package. 

Don’t worry, there isn’t a roll cage or 
cut off switch in sight — it’s not that 
kind of competition bundle. With sus¬ 


pension lowered by 10mm and the 
inclusion of some rather attractive- 
looking 19-inch alloy wheels, this par¬ 
ticular M3 looks more purposeful even 
before a key is turned. 

Mechanical changes aside, BMW 
also turned its attention to the car’s 
electronics. Enhancements to the M3’s 
Dynamic Stability Control system and 
the inclusion of a Sport mode for the 
Electronic Damper control system 
complete the changes. 

Attractive 

So what about the practical experi¬ 
ence? In a nutshell the car is good - 
very good. The V8 motor is and always 
has been a gem. It sounds fantastic 
when pushed hard; barking its way 
through the gears like a mini-me 
Nascar racer. A criminally infectious 
experience if you value your driving 
licence. 

At a more intellectual level, the 
presence of the Competition Package 
add-ons subtly raise the enjoyment 
level by allowing you to further fine 
tune the car’s electronic helpers and go 
that bit harder and faster. 

You get the best of both worlds in so 
much as the car can assume the role of 
tame pussy cat for the schlep to work. 
Fiddle with the electronics and you’re 
suddenly at the helm of a borderline 
track special. Everything - sights, 
sounds, sensations — 
shift up a notch or two. 

The current M3 has 
always been an accessi¬ 
ble car in terms of its per¬ 
formance, and the 
addition of the Competi¬ 
tion Package only serves 
to enhance its appeal. 
After a few miles of ‘press 
on’ motoring you could 
even say that the handful 
of changes do much to 
unlock the car’s underly¬ 
ing potential. 

With the ability to fine 
tune the suspension and 
stability control settings, 
seriously keen drivers 
can now delve that bit 
deeper into the M3’s 
reserves. 

On the road the car’s 
lower stance might 
appear modest but this 
feature and the switch to 
standard fit 19-inch 
wheels noticeably sharp¬ 
ens up responses. That 
favourite B road of yours 
just got a whole lot more 
interesting. 

The same is true when 
engaging in higher speed 
activities on, say a track. 
It’s at times like this that 
you fully understand the 
car’s true potential; the 
retuned electronics work 
tirelessly in the back¬ 
ground to help and 
enhance the experience, 
leaving the M3’s vocal V8 
motor to take centre 
stage. 

Sharpens 

Those same critics will 
no doubt be quick to com¬ 
plain about the perceived 
increased focus on elec¬ 
tronic aids in what is sup¬ 
posed to be a driver’s car, 
but once behind the 
wheel you’ll soon dis¬ 
cover that you’re still 
very much in control. 

From the car’s slick 
manual gearbox to its 
weighty, accurate steer¬ 
ing and progressive 
brakes, BMW’s M3 offers 
appreciative and enthu¬ 
siastic drivers an experi¬ 
ence that’s second to 
none in the high perform¬ 
ance coupe market. 
Factor in the Competi¬ 
tion Package enhance¬ 
ments and the search for 
the car’s ‘edge’ is over. It’s 
here and it’s all good.

Lawrence may

PROP Andi Lawrence 
could make a surprise 
return for Stourbridge 
Saxons when they head 
to Cornwall for their

The powerful tight- 
head left Stourton Park 
in the summer to play in 
France but has decided to 
return to the Black 
Country and bolster Neil 
Mitchell’s side as they 
push for a top five finish. 

The Saxons have lost

Charlie Hayter should be 
back in contention fol¬ 
lowing concussion. 


But from then on the 
Saxons dominated the 
proceedings only to find 
some stubborn defending 
from the Yorkshire side 
blocking their way.
